GOOD EATING HABITS 
FOR JUNIOR 
It is a wise mother who realizes 
the importance of watching her 
baby's eating habits from the very 
first. 
As a general rule, if she 
insists on the best eating disci­ 
pline that can be practiced by a 
child so young, she insures smooth 
sailing when he at last joins the 
family at the table. 
Though he 
may not be versed in actual table 
manners, your child will know that 
mealtime is for eating and not for 
playing and also that there are no 
foods given to him by his parents 
that he need refuse. 
Surprisingly enough, many chil­ 
dren have to be taught how' to 
chew. 
If they do not learn this at 
an early age, they may teach their 
third or fourth birthdays stubborn­ 
ly refu sin g foods that are coarse 
enough to require chewing. 
It is 
a good idea, then, to frequently 
give the child something to chew’ 
on even at the age of six or seven 
months— a crust of bread or a 
crac ker. 
At first he will suck the 
food, but he will soon learn to 
chew on it and find that he enjoys 
this sensation, 
ft is not necessary 
to wait until the teeth come through 
to give your baby something like 
this to train him in chewing. 
Then, at about 12 to 18 months, 
depending on the doctor’s advice, 
he should have his strained foods 
substituted by junior foods espe­ 
cially prepared tor young children. 
One can gradually accustom the 
child to the coarser texture of 
these foods by mixing a small 
amount of a junior food with a 
similarly flavored strained food. 
Gradually increase the proportion 
of junior food and soon the baby 
will be content to take the junior 
food by itself. 


Like strained foods, junior foods 
come in cans prepared ready to be 
lit ated over hot water and served 
to the baby. 
In all, there are 12 
dilferent varieties of them. 
This 
large selection enables you to teach 
your baby to enjoy different flavors 
which are “good for him” at this 
early age an d 'also to get him ac. 
customed to enjoying well balanced 
complete meals. You have a choice 
of soups, chicken and meat product.;, 
plain and creamed vegetables and 
desserts—their n a t u r a l flavor * 
changed only to tho extent of be­ 
ing slightly salted—with which to 
do this. 
Another advantage of these 12 
dilferent junior foods that come in 
cans is that they are prepared un­ 
der conditions which insure retain­ 
ing the highest proportion of the 
health-giving vitamins and min­ 
erals which are so necessary to a 
growing child. Tho special equip­ 
ment used to retain these impor­ 
tant nutrients would be hard to 
duplicate 
in 
tho average 
home. 
Also, most homemakers with ac­ 
tive one-year-olds on their hands 
do not have time to select the good 
quality of foods needed to prepare 
a product so perfect for tho child 
nor would they have the time to 
cook and mix them in a way so 
well suited to his taste. 
Many mothers want to know the 
proper age at which a child should 
be encouraged to feed himself. A l­ 
though he will probably not have 
enough control oyer his hands to 
be able to cat his meals entirely 
by himself until he is from two 
to two and one-half years old, it is 
a good idea to let your baby take 
a spoon and attempt to feed him­ 
self at the early age of one year. 
In spite of the mess he makes, this 
experimenting with a spoon (per­ 
haps a small baby spoon) makes it 
easier for him to manage it at the 
tjino he should bo eating by him­ 
self. However, remember that thip 
is a relatively complicated task for 
the baby ana he needs practice in 
order to obtain perfection. The baby 
should not be given the full respon­ 
sibility of feeding himself until ho
